lixed and by which office help is pro­ 
vided for cou nty offices places U,(? re­ 
sponsibility where it ou ght not to be. 
He believes that the responsibility 
shou ld not be u pon a cou nty's repre­ 
sentatives in the Legislatu re, bu t rath­ 
er u pon some organization or body 
within the cou nty. 
The senator has not yet thou ght ou t 
a scheme for tak ing the responsibili­ 
ties from the senator aiffl assembly­ 
man. 
He proposes to tak e that m at­ 
ter u p with experts at Sacramento. 
He expresses an opinion to the effect 
that the recommendation of a grand 
ju ry is not su fficient and safe grou nd 
for procedu re. 
At the requ est of the Register, Sen­ 
ator Anderson today 
discu ssed 
pro­ 
posed legislation in which he is es­ 
pecially interested. 
Senator Anderson said: 
"It has been my legislative policy 
to introdu ce very few measu res of my 
own initiative, and as a ru le only su ch 
hills by requ est as there appears pu b­ 
lic demand for, 
believing 
that 
too 
many bills are introdu ced and too 
many laws passed; that we shou ld 
haw- fewer laws and enforce them 
better. 
Members of the Legislatu re 
initiate very few bills, the majority 
of those introdu ced being either pre­ 
pared or su ggested by parties or asso­ 
ciations 
particu larly 
interested 
in 
some su bject, matter. 
It 
frequ ently 
happens that more than one member, 
and sometimes several members, in­ 
trodu ce hills covering the same su b­ 
ject matter, one
